There are too few engineers. Ap- 


peals are being made to young peo- 
ple to study various forms of en- 
gineering at college. Our country 
cannot get along without civil, me- 
chanical, electrical, electronic, etc., 
etc., engineers.

gineers before? Obviously because 
we were not involved in global 
wars before.

WE HAVE A shortage of teach-

Opinions Don't Vote 


Both presidential candidates are off to a bus- 


inesslike start in their race for the presidency. 


Their backers will be claiming from now un- 


til election day that victory is in the bag. An 
important part of the president - making pro- 
g r e s s Is to cover weakness with claims 
of strength. 


Nevertheless, several weaknesses In this cam- 


paign are too obvious to be concealed. 


The Republican party starts with the weak- 


ness that 13 southern states plus 14 others which 
also have gone Democratic since 1932 can elect 
a Democratic president with some to spare. 


The Democratic party starts with the weak- 


ness that a slight shift of votes in a few populous 
states like Ohio, Illinois and California would 
give the Republicans victory, provided they held 
the states which went into the Republican col- 
umn in 1948.
